Gladstone’s Ominous Silence on 
the Revelations of the 
O’Shea Trial. 


The Pope’s Instruction te the Catholic

There is much 
exhibition of feeling in English Libera! cir- 
cles over Mr. Parnell’s reported statement 
that he never sought officeor reward at the 
hands of any English party, as itis claimed 
that the English Liberale alone can give home 
rule to Ireland. 

AN OMINOUS SILENCE. „ 

Mr. Gladstone’s silence is regarded by Mr. 
Parneil’s friends as ominous, as a word from 
him would do much to quiet the prejudice of 
many Liberals in regard to Mr. Parnell’s posi- 
tion as leader of the Irish party. It is be- 
coming every day more apparent that the 
Parnell affair is throwing ashadow over the 
National Liberal meetings, at which decidedly 
less enthusiasm and unity of feeling fs dis- 
played than before this unfortunate question 
arose to vex the souls of politicians.» 

Schnadherst, the Gladstonian elector who 
presided at the close of the conference of the 
National Liberal Federation to- ay, said that 
recent events had catised great painto Mr.

Sr. Jonns, Newfoundland, Nov. 22.— Hon. 
Robert Bond,Coloaial Secretary of Newfound- 
land, sailed yesterday en route for Washing- 
ton, to conclude, if possible, some arrange- 
ments between the Uulted States and ‘New- 
foundiand whereby the republic will admit 
Newfoundland fish duty free and the latter 
give American fishermen liberty to purchase 
baitin Newfoundland waters free of license 
charges. 

These continued efforts on behalf of New- 
foundland are due to the fact that the French 
shore question ld about to be arranged, it is 
hoped, on the basis of Newfoundland giv- 
ing the French free bait. Of course, if the 
French secure this it would be quite impossi- 
bie to prevent the Americans getting all the 
bait they want also. Sir Wm. Whiteway, 
Premier of the colony, has just returned from 
London after teveral months’ attendance 
upon Downing street officials, and Mr. Bond’s 
mission is the resultof the news Whiteway 
brings from London. The Government organ 
in St. Johne has recently announced the 
Govern ment’s intention to repeal the obnox- 
ious bait law. It also emphatically denied 
that there was ever any intention to interfere 
with Americanos procuring herringin New- 
toundland in winter.

For the past few days 
White has deen failing in health until 
he was threatened with total blindness 
and it was to prevent this that he 
came to Chicago for treatment. Now his 
fears have been aroused forthe safety of his 
family, and yesterday morning be started for 
his home to look after his wife and children. 
Mr. White has some Indian blood in his veins, 
and his knowledge of the Indians and of their 
languages gained for him the appointment as 
interpreter, a position that he has held for a 
long time. During Gen. Miles’ recent trip 
through the Northwest White accompanied 
himand was the mouthpiece through which 
the soldier communicated with the redskins. 
White says thatthere is danger of an up- 
rising of the Indians at any mement. The 
reds during the past few years have thorough- 
ly armed themselves and have suflicient 
ammunition to last them for many months. 
As wars brought by religious excitement have 
always been more bloody and more bitterly 
contested than others, It ts likely an uprising 


now would mean the death of hundreds of 
settiers before troops eovld be sent to their 
assistance. 

Mr. White says that the Messiah craze, 
which originatea in Montana, has now spread 
throughout the whole Northwest, and that in 
the five reservations within radius of 200 
miles around Pine Ridge Agenty the Indians 
are balf crazed, and that tne slightest thing 
would now start them onthe warpath. That 
they will make an attack very soon he has no 
doubt, as there have always been plenty of 
chiefs and discontented braves in the tribes 
who would be giad te see a War commenced 
atany time, and who will take advantage of 
the present excitement to force an outbreak. 


The Reds Ready for War. 


OMAHA, Neb. ,; Nov. 22.—A special to the Bee 
from the Pine Ridge Agency says: Two of the 
best, wisest and most reliable scouts in the 
Government’s employ reported to Gen. 
Brooke at 9 o’clock last night that 
150 lodges of the Wounded Kuee 
fanatics, including some of the most 
desperate and treacherous redskins in this 
part of the country, had moved to White 
River, twenty miles north of here, and had 
again begun the ghost dance ia a wilder man- 
ner than has been Known thus far. The 
scouts said they talked with some of the 
leaders, and the latter all declared that 
they and their associates had fully deter- 
mined that they would shoot any Government 
officials or soldiers who attempted to 
suppress the dance. This is considered by 
far the most sensational news that has come 
to Gen. Brooke since’ his arrival, 
Upon no previous occasion during the 
present scare have any such threatening 
deciarations been made by the dancers. 
All the Indians in these 150 lodges are armed 
with Wischesters, navy revolvers and knives 
and they have large quantities of ammunition 
and provisions and also are receiving heavy 
reinforcements hourly, 

Gen. Brooke reovived a telegram from 
Gen. Miles last night giving him power to 
call as many troops to this point as 
he deemed expedient. Some few of the 


scout and Indian police who were sent out 
Thursday to notify the non-daucing factions 
to move into the agency precincts, returned 
last night and reported that these Indians 
signified a perfect willingness to do as re- 
quested. A number immediately accompanied 
the scouts and police into the agency. Itis 
expected that all of these friendly Indians 
can be gotten in by Sunday night. If this can 
be accomplished the more sensational and 
dangerous work of the crisis, that ot bring- 
ing the disturbers to time, will begin Monday 
morning, which is issue day. 

Gen. Brooke has received intimation that 
the War Department will certainly insist 
upon the suppression of the ghost dance at all 
hazards. oth the commandast and agent 
were greatly chagrined and  nettied 
at learning laet night that another 
lot ot some three hundred Rosebud warriors 
had put in an appearance, as if they had risen 
out or the earth, only twelve miles northeast 
of here, and were pre mg to establish a 
ghost seance. These all have Winchesters 
and are loaded down with ammualition. 


The Prophet ef the Messiah, 


ROSEBUD AGEXOY, 8. D., Nov. 22.—The fol- 
lowing sermon of Short Bull, the prophet of 
the Messiah, a sort of John crying in the wil-

There will 
be only 5,000 of them left living on earth. My 
friends and relatives, this is straight and true. 
Now we must gather at Passe Creek, when the 
tree is sprouting. Then we will go among our 
dead relatives. You must not take any earthly 
things with you. Then the men and the 
women must disrobe themselves. My father 
above has told us to do this, and we must do 
as hesays. You must not be afraid of any- 
thing.

Red Cleoud’s Address. 


ORTCA00, III., Nov. 21.—A special dispatch 
from Pine Ridge Agency, 8. D., gives the fol- 
lowing statement on the Indian situation by 


Red Cloud: 

**I see some of my friends here this morn- 
ing and want totell them all something. I 
have some more friends in Washington. The 
Great Father’s friends are all my friends. We 
are all friends ot the agent and we are friendly 
with the soldiers. I have been working un- 
der the direction of the Great Father at Wash- 
ington for twenty years. I have been to 
Washington ten times to see my Great Futher. 
We asked for churches an schools on 
these creeks about the reservation and 
we got them. My people have built houses 
about these churches ‘and scnools and 
some of the places look like villiages. I tell 
my people to take care of their stock and in- 
crease it, and they are doing it. I have got 
over 200 head. Maj. Burke and Buffalo Bill 
take my prcate among the whites and they 
travel aud lears some things. I get letters 
from them and they bring me good news, for 
they tell me they are all well taken care of. 
Then I send my children to the big schools in 
the East, where they learn something. Several 
years ago the troops camedown upon the 
reservation. They took our horses and burned 
our lodges. 
for they were my friends and I iet 
them take the horses. The reasen 1 téil 
you this, is because I see the troops here 
again... Idon’t want to fight and I don’t want 
my people to fight. We have iots of old 
women and lots of old men. We've got no 
guns and we can’t fight, for we have nothing 
to eat, and are too poor to do anything. Oa 
this reservation I am the head man and they 
all look to me. I have not beer to see the 
dancing. My eves are sore and I can’t see 
very well, but when they get welll will goto 
see it.

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 22.—A special from Man- 
dan, N. D., saya that trusted agents were 
sent to the Sioux Reservation three days ago 
and that they have returned with the follow- 


ing report which may absolutely be relied 
upon: There is no immediate danger of an 
uprising, but if Sitting Bull concludes that 
anything is to be gained by speedy action 
trouble may be looked for at once. Sitting 
Bull would be arrested and put in irons, 
but the Government agents are afraid to do 
this lest it precipitate trouble. He has 200 
bucks at Grand River, forty miles from Fort 
Yates, dancing all the while.

burying a large number of workmen in the de- 
bris, The police,firemen and ambulances were 
soon On the spot and the work of extricating 
the buried men commenced. From underneath 
the big pile of brick and timbers were 
heard faint calls for help.

The 
injuries of some are regarded as fatal and it is 
probable a number of them will die. One man 
is known to be dead, his body lying crushed 
beneath the heavy iron girders of the first 
floor. Thus far the men have been unable to 
pull the girders off him. mason work was 
being dove by Michael Brenn 
of the crash he was superinte 
uninjured. Tue lron work was 
Post & McCord of New York. It is understood 
that the iron girders which were used in the 
construction of the building were entirely too 
heavy for the brick work, and their weight 
tere down the east wall, while the other 
Walls remain standing. The injured men ate 
still being taken out, and it is believed there 
are yet a number in the ruins.

Even then it is not likely 
to be changed, as the list has been prepared 
with care and, in nearly every instance, from 
Official returns. It is interesting because, 
for the fret time, it gives a really 
Gefinite idea of the political complexion of 
the next House.

AN INTERESTING CONTROVERSY BETWEEN 
GOV. BOIZES AND A PRISON WARDEN. 


The Peeutiar Case of John Cox—A Youth- 
fal Offender—Hangings in Georgia and 
Tennessee—The Fostoria (O.) Mystery 
Horse Thieves Kilied—The Stei u M urde 
Case—Crim inal Calendar. 


CurcaGo, III., Nov. 22.—A dispatch from 
Des Moines, Io., says: Gov. Boles and War- 
den McMillan of the Fort Madison Pen iten-

About a year 
ani a half ago John Cox, member of a re- 
spectable family, was caught committing 
larceny, and was indicted for avother act of 
the same nature.

The mat- 
ter was brought to the notice of the Governor, 
who ordered the Warden to release the pris- 
oner forthwith, but the order was disregara- 
ed and yesterday the Governor went down to 
investigate, after having recelyed the 
assurance of the Judge beiore whom the case 
was tried thatthe sentence was intended to 
be lor one year only. The Governor’s per- 
sonal argument made no impression on the 
Warden, aud the Governor will probably in- 
— in the way of aremittaace of the sen- 
ence.

These I pawned 
for A, and then [got 10 yards more of dress 
goods and a white summer hat. I wore the 
hat, but 1 pawned the 10 yards of dress goods 
for$i. I don’t know what made me do t. My 
papa always bought me all the clothes I 
wanted, and I never did anything like it be- 
fore. I belong to Miss Ketchem’s olass in 
the Pilgrim Congregational Sunday-school.

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BIG FIRE AT ALTON, 


NEARLY $100,000 WORTH OF PROPERTY 
DESTKOY. D THIS MORNING. 


Three Furnaces of the Illincis Glass Works 
Destroyed—Four Furnaces Saved—No 
Water—Pittsburg Works to Assist ia Fill- 
ing Orders—W orks to Be Rebuilt Largest 
in the Werld—Beadquarters and Princi- 
pal Saleshouse in St. Louis. 


The Illinois Glass Co.’s works at Alton, 
Ill., were badly damaged by fire this morn- 
ing, three of their seven furnaces being en- 
tirely destroyed, as also the mixing room, 
engine room, grinding room, ware and pack- 
ing house for finished goods and a storage 
house for raw material. The works were es- 
tablished seventeen years ago, and have been 
gradually enlarged until they covered ten 
acres of ground and had a capacity 
of 1,500,000 bottles * year, a larger 
capacity, in fact, than any other 
bottie manufactory in the world. Their 
output this year will be nearly or quite 1,500,- 
000 bottles and next year they expect to in- 
crease it and probably will, as the furnaces 
destroyed this morning will be rebuilt with- 
out delay and a new furnace added, The 
company employs some 1,500 hands, and this 
morning’s fire will throw about halt of them 
outofemployment until the destroyed por- 
tioa of the works is rebuilt. Mr. Wm. Eliot 
Smith is the proprietor and principal owner 
of the works, Mr. Harry R. Levis, the man- 
ager, also having a large interest in them. 

HEADQUARTERS IN ST. LOUIS. 

The company’s officers and headquarters 
are in this city at Nos. 507 and 609 North 
Levee, alarge five-story building, which is 
also used as a sales-house and warehouse, and 


the company has a branch house in Ch. 
cago, occupying a large bullding ou Michigan 
avenue. 

Our loss, said Mr. Eaw, Levis, the man- 
ager of the St. Louis house, upon his return 
from the frethis morning, ‘‘will be between 
$80,000 and $106,000, and our insurance, so far 
as loan now make out, is between $55,000 and 
$58 , 000. Our total insuraace on the 
whole works is $150, 000, but on 
the portio destroyed we have 
less than $60,000. Three of our flint glass fur- 
naces were totally destroyed; all, in fact, 
except one, but withrthatone were saved 
also all three of our green glass furnaces, 
muking four in all saved. We had just com- 
menced building another green giass fur- 
nace, but had only gotten the foundation laid, 
so that it was not damaged any by the 
Are, and work will be continued on it right 
away and we expect to have it running by 
Feb. 1. The three destroyed furnaces will 
also be rebuilt at once, as soon as possible, 
and Il think lam safe in saying that they will 
be up again within sixty days. Two of 
these furnaces were under one roof and 
in one big building, the largest we 
had, and the other was only ashort distance 
away. Adjoining and around them were our 
mixing house, eugine house, grinding house, 
warebouse and storage house for soda ash, 
and they were all destroyed. There buildings 
were one-story brick and frame structures 
—2 of the furnace buildings had an iron 
roof, 

NO.WATER. 

»The fire started in what we coll furnace No. 
6, but now it started I don’t know. There 
were fifty or one hundred men at work on the 
piace, that is throughout the works, and it 
seems strange that a fire there could get such 
a headway before being discovered. The 
Alton Department was promptly notified as 
soon as the Diaze was discovered, and lines of 
hose were soon attached to over five fire 
plugs, but for some reason the pressure was 
not suficientand the streams didn't amount 
to much. If the pressure had been what it 
should have been, I think the fire could have 
been stopped much sooner and a good deal of 
propery saved that was destroyed. 

attach no blame to the fire 
department as the Alton department is a 
oud one, and the men did all that was possi- 
le under the circumstances. The wind was 
very strong and tue flames spread rapidly, 
and Isuppose under the circpmstances that 
we should be thankful that everything was 
not swept away. The course of the wind 
changed, fortunately, or our green glass fur- 
nace would have gone, too. 

Tes, we have the largest bottle works in 
the world and have Deen adding to them al- 
most every year from the start in 1873. One of 
the furaaces destroyed this morning was 
started up only last September, and 
No. 8is now being built. We have been run- 
ning up to our full capacity, a million 
and a half bottles a year, and are still unable 
to supply the demand, having been behind in 
our orders for sometime. Yes, the fire will 
inconvenience us somewhat, but will not 
cause much delay in the filling of orders, as 
we have already made arrangements by tele 
graph with works at Pittsburg to fill some of 
our orders for us. 

„We manufacture amber bottles as well as 
green and flint glass bottles, the amber bottles 
being Mase in the green glass furnaces, The 
men working at nizht do the melting for tue 
bluwers and otner day workers, many of 
whom are boys. The works are on the river 
in Lewer Alten, and about yaras 
from what is called Upper Alton station, and 
switches from the O. & A., the I. & St. L. and 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy roads 
enter our yards. Ihe works are isolated, no 
other houses being near, and no other prop- 
erty was destroyed by the fire except afew 
freight cars. The warehouse burned was 
filied with goods ready for shipping ana 
the storage house contained our soda- 
ash, one of our ingredients in tie 
manufacture of glass. Our loss here is very 
heavy, as the soda ash is entirely destroyed, 
It is an imported articie and very costly. The 
insurance was placed by Geo. H. Smiley of 
Aiton and J. B. Slaughter of &t. Louis.

THE LETTER. 
LAKUANGA, Aug. 1, 1688. 

DEAR BRO. MERRIAM—Below is a copy of & 
statement sent me hy Bro. Camp, witha 
quest that I send you a copy: 

**‘Having beep engaged in Mr. Stanley’s ex- 
pedition as interpreter through Africa, I 
shail be glad to zive some information about 
it. Mr. Stanley’s idea was that it would take 
himeix months to reach Emin Pasha, six 
months to relieve him and settie his affairs 
and six months to go back. When Mr. Stanley 
arrived at Zanzibar he took 600 men 
from there to carry the loads and twenty 
servant boys. With these and sixty Soudanese 
soldiers which he engagedin Egypt, and 
thirteen men from Aden, two interpeters and 
ten white men he started the expedition. 
Before he left Zanzibaran engagement was 
made with Tippoo ib. that he shonid give 
him 600 men when they arrived at Staniey 
Falls. The expedition went as far as the 
Yaruwimi River. Therethey made a strong 
camp and Mr. Stanley, after staying there 
a week, took 60C men and five officers snd leit 
the rest at the camp in churge of Maj. Bartte- 
lot. Mr. Stanley left Yambuya camp on June 
27, 1887, promising to return about Nov. 1. 
The men who were left in camp had great 
difficulties, especially about their food, 
for in that piace there was nothing but 
roots and on these they fed for tweive 
months. Almost all the men became sick and 
a good many died of starvation. The Major 
who was in command, had many means of 

reserving the men if be bad wished to. He

The Doctrine of the Single Tax Expounded 
to a Large Audience. 


Henry George talked last night to as large 
an audience as could be contained in Memorial 
Hall, Niveteenth and Lucas piace. He opened 
with congratulations to the people of St. Louis 
on the result ot the recent election. When in 
Australia, he said, he was pointed to the 
enactments of the Republican party as 


evidence that the country was opposed to 
free trade. He told them that those enact- 
ments were not ot the people’s framing but 
the results of party folly, and the day of 
awakening was at hand, and, he added, it 
has come. The victory of free trade was a 
source of satisfaction to single tax men. It 
was not a full accomplishment of single tax 
aime and purposes, but it was the introduction 
of the thin edge of the wedge which is bound 
to be driven home. 

He said: ‘‘The triumph of free trade is the 
triumph of the single tax, and therein we re- 
olce, for the single tax is free trade without 

ar or impediment. We do mot ask for tax fur 
revenue, but for no tariff The necessity for 
custom house officers spending their time in 
the distasteful pursuit of the unoffending pil- 
grim who isso unfortunate as to land upon 
our shores is something that we de- 
piore, and we wish to offer him an oppor- 
tunity to go and follow some useful business. 
The idea of his asking the arriving stranger to 
solemniy swear that hie portable belongings 
centain nothing dutiable,and then demand ing 
the keys of his trunks to make sure as to 
whether be is telling the truth or not is a 
practical joke that would be amusing if it 
were not so impertinentiy annoying. 

Mr. George explained the single tax, how it 
was proposed to take what the political econ- 
om iste call economic rent for the community. 
Land la the fret piace bad no value other 
than the air; it was the free gift of nature. A 
hat, coat or desk has original value, for in the 
first place they must have been produced by 
human labor. When land has a value it 
always comes from something which it will 
yieid or is expected to yield to its owner. The 
term rent, as used by political economists, 
differs from the term used in common speech, 
such as is understood by the rent of a 
building. But economic rent exciudes this 
idea of rent as generally understood. In po- 
litical economy rent is that which is paid for 
the use ofthe soll in its unimproved state. 
That is to say, ite value, exc usive ofthe im- 
provement on it which remains when all im- 

rovements on it have been swept away. 

onopolistic rent is when one individual bas 
the power, provided his authority ia recog- 
nized, and land be never so abundant, to 
witbbold from use land from those who must 
use it in order to live, and to keep it idle un- 
less tenants are willing to accept the wages of 
slavery. 

He said further: Why, to-day a great 
many people think thatthis country is get- 
ting to be too crowded. People talk as though 
itwerea great boon to be allowed to work. 
They speak of it as though the chance to work 
were something for which men ought to 
thank other human beings. There can be no 
scarcity of work while there is land enough. 
There are but 62,000,000 people here in this 
country, which is amply able to support 
1,000,000,000. The land is not in use, butis 
fenced in, that is the reason of this 
apparentiy overcrowded condition. In spite 
of our advance the struggle for existence 
rows more ditter, and there ls a growing 
discontent among the laboring classes, which 
is growing flercer and flercer every day. This 
rigipg tide is a dangerous factor; it threatens 
our national existence, and not that only, but 
it may arouse forces which will prove fatal to 
society itself. 

Rev. Henry Stimson of Piigrim Congrega- 
tional Chureh introduced Mr. George. After 
bis lecture a large numberof auditors asked 
questions concerning the single tax which he 
answered . He left this morning for 
Evansville, Ind., from whence he goes to 
New xork.

THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL FCRFME MERTS 
WITH GENERAL APPROVAL. 


Director Keenig Gives the Details eof His 
Flas fer Raising the Money—The Per- 
manent Funds and Taxes Will Not Be 
Teouched—Directer O’Coasell Says the 
Scheel Can Be Baillt New. 


The recent agitation of the High Schoo! 
question seems to have come at a happy time, 
for it has met the approval of the Directors 
individually, and, fortunately, there doesn’t 
seem to be any obstacie in the way of building 
the High School now and no objection can be 
successfully urged against the plan. That 
there la need of a new High School no one de- 
nies and its advocates will urge its claims 
im a most skilifal manner. Everyone 
adm its the necessity, the site has already been 
selected, the board owns the ground and the 
foundations are in. The only thing 
lacking, therefore, is the money to 
pay for the builldiag and that has 
been provided for without touching one dol- 
lar of the permanent fund or the taxes. Such 
& propesition could only be opposed 
by irrational men and it is 
not likely that anyore will be 
found in the School Board, who is so strongly 
opposed te higher education as to obstruct 
such an excelient plan for securing a building 
where the work of a High School may be 
properly carried ou. 

A FRIEND OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

One of the strongest friends of the High 
School has been Mr. Koenig, and when he 
at) asked this morning if there 
was anything in the way of building the 
High Sohool at once, he réplied 


‘*Nothing but good will of the board. I told 
the members some time ago thatIcould de- 
vise a seheme for securing the money and I 
have done it. id think that 1 
could shew them how to get all the 
money, but since l have been f,uring on it I 
can see how to get it all without touching the 
permanent fund or the taxes. Yon kaow 
there are a great many people who bavesma!l! 
children im school and who do not look 
far ahead, who oppose spending the taxes 
for rr School purposes because they say 
that all that money should be used for the 
Cistrict schools. e can sey to them now 
that we will get use a dollar of the taxes or 
touch a cent of the permanent fund, and if 
we can get the money otherwise they 
cannot complain. In the fir-t* place, 
the lot and foundation on Grand avenue rep- 
resent $80,000 and I do net believe that anyone 
wants to see that money thrown away. The 
Bard bas appropriated §60,000 for High 
School purposes and we have that amount 
to start with. The Polytechnic 
has been sold and the money received for it 
will go into the bailding fund. Of tnatameunt 
there wili be $100,000 of bills receivable. 
THE AMES BEQUEST 

of $100,000 was given fur higher edudation ane 
that sum belongs to the High Seiivol fund. 
There already ie é¢nough money to complete the 
High School if the plans are modified. The 
resent plans call for an auditorium whieh 
s to cost $25,000. That, Ithink, te an unne- 
ceceary expenditure, for [doen't believe that 
a $25,000 nali is needed. Whenever they want 
a hall they can ire one. It is a good deal 
cheaper. 

But more money than that is avaliable. 
When the High School building is completed, 
the Central thigh, Branch High, Foster iinild- 
ing and Eads wiil be no longer needed. 
The Central High alone can de 801d 
for $100,000, and the Eads building 
isa very valaable piece of property. Tue 
Foster building is leased and the lease hus 
two years to run. The Sumner High School 

would transferred to 
Foster the Sum- 
building, is only 
half a block from the Union Depot, could be 
sold for $60,000 or 365,000. All these figures 
are close stimmt es and I have purpescly 
made them smuilier than I think they out to 
be. ‘This ie a sirictiy business methed; 
that is, itis just the method which would be 
Pputeued Dy any good business Man in man- 
aging bis ewn affaire.’’ 

Wat do yeu think ofthe plan Mr. Miller 
suxeestse, to have three high schools?’’ 

That is something which comes after- 
ward. It doesn’t matter whether we have one, 
or three, or six high schools, Wwe mut bave 
thie Central High school. Let us build that 
now and then we can consider the others. 

WHEN A SHIP LEAKS 

the thing to do isto plug the bole, and that 
must be done first. The Hight School ship is 
leaking. There is a lot om Grand 
avenue where $80,000 are leaking 
away, and there are old bDuaiidings 
down town which are not suited to the par- 
ses.

Qualified approval of it. Mr. O'Connell said 
to-day, I have been thinking of this thing 
for sometime and have spoken to President 
Miller about it. Il see no reason on earth why 
the High School should not be built at once 

the press of other werk, and 
about the thing is this. 
We are busy now with the district school ad- 
ditions, bat we will be through with them 
soon. Then we will take up the Polytechnic. 
The plans for that will be ready 
in two weeks at the outside, 
Then we carn cali ‘or bids and award the con- 
tracts, and that will be off cur hands. Then 
we can take up the High School and 
I believe that we can authorize tbe 
advertisements fer bids at the February 
meeting and award the contracts at the 
March meeting. It should be dene and can 
be done. Lam strongly in favor of it for we 
need the High Schoo! aud we can build it now 
just as well as we ever can.

Professional operators and brokers like to 
see specuiation in fullswings The first then 
have an opportunity to pi up profits in the 
changes in values, and the last to pick up 
commissions for buying and selling for the 
operators. Mr. Gould has paid out millions 
in commissions to 'rokerse. He has not made 
mioney in every trausaction of bie in Wail 
street. If he hac the wealth of the Indies 
could not compare with his. He is, however, 
the most successful specuiator in the history 
of the street, for the very good reason 
that while cperating he generaiiy has the 
stock market in his individual control. 

WHY GOULD LEFT WALL 8TREET. 

The principal reason for Mr. Gould’s leaving 
Wah street was the state of his health. It be- 
came imperative that he should have rest. 
He buiit a magnifient steam yacht, the Ata- 
lanta, upon which he spent much time. He 
made one expensive trip in the craft, which 
included a voyage across the ocean and a 
visit to the editerranean and numerous 
Kuropean ports. He aleo used the yacht dur- 
leg the summer months golng between his 
summer pears at Irvington op the Hudson and 
New Yor Most of his time, in fact, during 
the heated term, was spent at Irvington. 

When be leit Wall street he, of course, had 
Golossal investment interests. These even he 
dimished to a few corporations of which he 
was the principal owner, including the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co., the Missouri Pacific 
Rallway system and the Maniiattan Elevated 
Raliway system. The active directioa of his 
business interest he placed in the bands of his 
eldest son, George J. Gould, and his personal 
attention was required in very few matters. 
There is no doubt that his health was serious- 
ly impaired, but he rigorously followed 
the orders of his physician with the result to- 
day he looks, as he says he feels, better than 
for ffteon yours. The great financial depreés- 
sion that bas prevailed not alone in America, 
but also in the entire world, has brought the 
values ef corperate securities dow te a very 
low level. Mr. Gould believes that great prof- 
ite will be made by the purchase of securities 
at the existing pricesana his belief and his 
restored heaith are the cause of his return to 
Wail street. 

EXTENDING MI8 INFLUENCE. 

No tndividual in America has such vats 
railroad interests as Mr. Gould. Extensive as 
ia the Vanderbilt railroad system, the Van 
derbe themselves have not control by 
actual ownership of stoek of the roads com- 
posing it. The late Wm. HK. Vanderbilt said 
that the only road of which he absolutely 
owned control was the Michigan Central. 
Mr. Geuld owns in bis individual right the 
control of his Southwestern system of 
With his associates he 
now has a voting control of the 
Union Pacific and the Brice-Thomas party 
Wil give way te him in the affairs of the Rich- 

ond Terminal as be is by long odda now the 
heavier’ individual stockhoider, with his own 

ads, and with his voloe in the management 
of others, the railroad transportation inter- 
ests of this country are practically in his 
bande. 

From reliable information itis learned that 
Jay Gould bas within a week expended $10,- 
000,000 in the purchase of stocks. His invest- 
ment in the stock ofthe Richmond Terminal 
Co. alone amounted to $1,500,000. There is no 
telling to what length Mr. Gould will continue 
his purchases. 

Mr. Gould has evidently been getting to- 
gether money for some time past in anticipa- 
tion of hisjrecent investments. There have 
been reports at different times within the 

ast month thathe was locking up money to 
* fluence the stock market. There was a 
mysterious disappearance of funds from the 
banks, as shown @by the weekly bank state- 
mont, and it ie not unlikely that this money 
went into Mr. Gould’s strong box

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AN OLD TRICK PLAYED. 


A BROOKLYN BANK ROBBED OF A $5,000 
PACKAGF, 


How the Game Was Worked by Twe Men 
Who Came to Make a Depesit—The Pe- 
lice Endeavering te Find a Clew te the 
Ideatity of the Robbers—The Cashier's 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22. 
N Brooklyn, N. I., a 
package containing 
$5,000 in greenbacks 
was stolen from the 
safe of the Twenty- 
sixth Ward Bank on 
Wednesday afternoon 
andthe bank officials 
did not notify the 
police of the robbery 
until yesterday. They 
E gave adescriptien of 
two men who are believed te have done the 
work. The bank is located on Atlantic 
avenue, near Alabama avenue, in what is 
known as the busiest portion of the new 
Twenty-sixth Ward. From the manner in 
which the bank is furnished in 
the way cashier, book- keeper 
and clerks" windows and Gesks it 
seems almost an impossibility that a robbery 
could be committed. Only the cashier, B. R. 
Spellman, and the bookkeeper, Simeon Book- 
man, were in the bank when the package 
was missed. The President, Ditmar Jewell, 
went to his lunch a few minutes after noon, 
and Geo. Palmer, acilerk, had gone out pre- 
viously to collect a note. 
HOW THE TRICK WAS PLAYED. 

While Bookman was conversing with the 
cashier after the President's departure the 
telephone rang and heresponded. He called 
to the cashier thatthe Queens County Bank 
desired to speak to him. The 
bookkeeper was at the instru- 
ment when “ stranger entered 
the bank and walking up to where Bookman 
was standing at the telephone, told him a man 
who was detained outside by a vicious horse 
was desirous of making a deposit for a New- 
town farmer’s wife. The boox-keeper fol- 
lowed the man to where a buggy stood a short 
distance away. The occupant of the vehicle 
handed $60 in bills to him with the remark 
that Mrs. Vanderveer of Newtown desired to 
open an account, but she was unable to come 
herseli because of her rheumatism. Book- 
man asked where the woman’s siguature was, 
which seemed to astonish the man, who, 
after hesitating a moment said he would briag 
Mrs. Vanderveer te the bank herself aad took 
back the money he had handed to the book- 
Keeper and drove away. In the meuntime 
another man had gone into the bank and pre- 
eented a check for #5 which he wanted 
cashed. Thecheck was drawn on the bank 
by Charles H. Nichols. While the cashier was 
examining the check the telephone rane 
again and Bookman, who had not then re- 
turped from the street, was calied to answer 
it. Right after he came into the bank another 
man entered with a check for $600 and asked 
to have the «heck cashed. 

THE PACKAGE MISSING. 

Speliman turned toa small safe inside the 
big one to get the package that contained the 
$5,000 amd discovered that it was missing. He 
called to Bookman, who said he bad not seen 
it. The cashier, thoroughly alarmed, was on 
the point of sending at once for the President 
when he concluded that Palmer might bave 
cashed a check fora large amount. When 
Palmer came back he disclaimed any know!l- 
edge of the money, and atthis juscture Mr. 
Jewell returned and was told ofthe mysterious 
disappearance of the package of money. The 
President communicated by telephone with 
Police Captain French, and when Capt. Fresch 
reached the bank Mr. Jewell did not want to 
say much about the affair. Hesaid the bank 
had missed asmall ameunt of money, but it 
could not de learned how much until the ac- 
counte were balanced. The Police Captain 
was then told of the wagon incident,and after 
leaving the bank he proceeded to Newtown, 
but failed to find among the many Vander- 
veers in Newtown any one who had sent a de- 
posit of 360 to the bank. Capt. French re 
turned to the bank with Mr. Jewell and 
told him he — nothing said 
about e matte as everything 
would probably be all right. All this time the 
bank President, although he knew the $5,000 
package was zone, did not designate the 
amount et the loss to the Captain. Ca 
French, however, made a report ot the a bir 
to Police Supt. Hubbell, and stated that from 
what he was able to learn, it was impossible 
for any one to enter or leave the bank except- 
ing by the front door. 

WHAT THE CAPTAIN SAW. 

The Captain added that while he was com- 
ing down the stairs of tue elevated road at the 
corner on the day of the robbery, 
he saw Bookman talking to a man 
in a buggy, and he also saw Bookman 
golnog back to the bank. He spoke to 
Bookman ae he passed him and sawno one 
going from the bank, except the man in the 
wagon. While he was in the bank making an 
investigation he noticed thatthe cashier was 
very much excited and seemedto act pecu- 
liariy, Cashier Spellman toid the bank presi- 
dent and the Police Captain that he did not 
leave his seat behind the inclosure from the 
time Mr. Jewell left the bank until he rose to 
call Bookman from the street to answer the 
telephone. Bookman’s story agrees with the 
cashier’s. Not until yesterday morning were 
the pelice notified of the amount of the rob- 
bery and President Jewett then said 
that Bookman was excusable because he was 
anewman in the bank. Mr. Jewell dai 
cautioned the man about leaving the ban 
and the cashier. Mr. Jewell said he should 
have stopped him from leaving. The theory 
of the police is that the stranger who called 
Beokman tothe buggy slipped back to the 
bank, and, crawling along the floor close to 
the day cierk, he reached the President's 
room, and while the cashier was attending to 
the man with Nichois’ cheek he sneaked 
behind the desk and managed to grab 
the package. The strangest part ot 
the robbery is that the safe is only a 
few feet from the cashier’s desk, but the po- 
lice believe that had Spellman discovered the 
thief the man at the window with Nichols“ 
— might have covered him witt a re- 
velver.

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CHASTISED A BURGLAR. 


MB. MABK FILLFY BAS AN FXCITING MEET- 
ING WITH A PROWLER, 
— 

The Explasstien of the Fistel Shots Which 
Last Night Aroused the Residents in the 
Neighborhood of Olive Street and Jef- 
ferson Avenue — Judge Breckenridge’s 
Heuse Burglarized. 


The dark-lantern brigade of midnight 
prowlers, whose operations have become so 
general in this city, have changed the base of 
thelr maneuvers from Franklin avenue, 
which they ‘‘worked’’ two weeks ago, to the 
neighborhood of Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street, and are finding ita much harder dis- 
trict to ‘‘burgle’’ than a thinking burglar 
might suppose. The latest excitement caused 
by human night-hawks was at 2126 Olive 
street last night, when the neighborhood was 
aroused between II o’clock and midnight by 
two reports of a revolver aud a sourrying of 
feetover the granite street. Twe days ago 
Mrs. L. F. Wolff of 2126 Olive street was pre- 
sented with a dozen valuable game 
chickens, and she now helds them 
dearer than ever as she believes they 
saved her home from the depredations of 
thieves. Having no place to keep them she 
constructed a rude roostin the area way of 
ber house and last night the chickens perched 
themselves upon it and wenttosleep. About 
It o’ciock Mr. Wolff heard a chicken cack- 
ling ag though in terror and raising 
bis window he looked out. Atthe same mo- 


ment a man ran out of the arbawav into the 
woodshed back of the house. Wolf fired in 
the direction of the dark form, but not di- 
rectly at it, and then ran to the back of the 
house where he could havea full view of the 
woodshed. He called on the stranger to come 
out, but received no answer. 
AT BaY. 

He put a bullet through the door of the shed 
and called again, butstillreceived no reply. 
Not caring to meet the stranger in mortal 
combat and in the back yard Mr. Wolff sta- 
tioned his wife at the window to guard the 
burglar and ran out the front door to finda 
policeman. He had hardly reached the street 
when the burglar dashed out of 
the shed, and with the agility of a greyhound 
vaulted the fence in a twinkling. Mr. Wolff 
not being able to find aa officer, returned with 
the determination to puncture the man in the 
shed until he cried *‘’nuff,’’ but by that time 
the stranger was wending his way with 
a rather hasty tread in the distance. 
This will explain to the Inhabitants of tbe 
neighborhood for blocks around who were 
aroused last night from their slumbers, what 
the cause of the shooting was. Mrs. Wolff is 
of the opinion that the burglar was trying to 
enter the house when he ran against the 
chickens in the dark. Mr. Wolff does not 
pariey with burglars. About two 
montns ago, he heard some one 

climbing his . back. fence, and seeing 
a dark Object fred. The object disappeared, 
but dropped something which Mr. Wolff found 
to be several suits of clothes, underciothes 
and sbirts, which had been stolen —— a 
neighbor at 2120 Olive street. 

A BURGLAR CHASTISED. 

If the police find a suspicious character 
about tows with a welt on his neck or bump on 
his bead they may know it is Mr. M. Filley’s 
burgiar, whom he chastised very severely 
Thursday night in the front parler and hall of 
bis residence, 2201 Lucas place, one biock 
from the scene of last night’s shooting. Mr. 
Filley returned home froma reception about 
l o’clock yesterday morning aud opened his 
front door quietly, so as not to arouse 
the family. When he stepped inside he 
looked into the eyes of an utter 
stranger. The man did not sive a friendly 
greeting and seemed scared, so much so in 
fact that Mr. Filley decided he had no busi- 
nesss there and before be could say ‘‘Jack 
Robinson,’’ tapped bim on the head witha 
heavy cane. This aroused the man and he ev 
dently thought it time to leave as he dashed 
into the double parlor and triea to open 
awindow. Mr. Filley was after him and beat 
the air and furniture with great vigor trying 
towing his visitor. Alter making one lap 
around the roomtbe burglar found the win- 
dow, which he had broken open with an ax, 
and, with more celerity than eare, 
went throngh it like the Harlequin 
on the stage aided by a biow in the neck as he 
wentout. Mr. Filley bad interrupted him in 
his search for plunder and he got nothing. 

He may be the same man who broke into 
Mrs. Patchin’s stable at 2727 Looust street two 
weeks ago and knocked the coachman down 
who walked in upon him. He made his escape 
without securing anything. 

BURGLARY AT MR. BRECKENRIDGE’ S. 

The residence of Mr. Samuel Breckenridge, 
2221 Lucas place, was entered by a burglar two 
weeks ago, who opened the front door with a 
latch key and went through the house. He 
took two pairs of pants from Mr. Brecken- 
ridge’s bedroom and took Fe from a vest in 
the room, but left the vest. 

The frequency of these burglaries in this 
neighborhooc, and the inability of the police 
to do anything after they are reported, has 
caused a general feeling of uneasiness and 
unsufety among the people. The po- 
lice assigned to the beat, it is 
claimed, fall to do their duty or 
have territories so large they cannot cover 
them properly. Doors and windows offer no 
resistance to the crowDar, hatchet or ax of 
the midnight marauder, and the residents of 
this locality are arming themselves to give 
unwelcome ee awarm reception when 
they eall again n.

THAN MAN IN Int MATTER OF SPKFD.

The best record 
for a dash of 100 yards 
was made a generation 
ago by Seward, an 
American, who cov 
ered that distance in 


Si seconds on an English turnpike. This reo- 
ord has always been doubted, and is not ac- 
cepted by athletic authorities. It is said that 
Samuels, the phenomenal native sprinter of 
Australia, has run the distance in less than 10 
seconds frequently, butif so he is the only 
man alive who can. The late Harry 
Johnson a couple of years ago went 100 yards 
in 9 4-886. and at the national champlon- 
ship games of the Amateur Athletic Union at 
Wasbington this fall John Owen of Detroit 
equaled Johnsons professional record, 
which has stood asthe world’s record, so far 
as standard authorities are concerned. Luther 
Cary soon afterward claimed to have run the 
distance in es., but the performance was not 
accepted by the Amateur Athletic Union, and 
there is every reason to believe that he 
never made the time, for the Princeton 
amateur has never before nor since 


made a performance that approaches that 
record. Schifferstein, the California amateur, 
was timed fortbe 100 yards at a meeting held 
in this city over a year or two ago at 9 4-5 sec- 
onds, but the record was not accepted. With 
the exceptions noted no man has ever been 
able to run 100 yards in less than 10 seconds, 
or ever time as it has become known. 
This record steod for years, and while it bas 
been {frequentiy equalied, it was never low- 
ered until Johneon did his performance. It 
appears to be about the limit of a man’s 
power. 

Now look atthe achievements of the horse, 
trotting and running. When Dexter covered 
his mile in 2:17% it seemed as though the limit 
had been reached in the trotting ring, and 
when len Broeck swept under the wire with 
1:39% „a record fora mile run, it was said 
that almost a miracle had been done. But to- 
day there are just oceans of trottimg horses 
that can come inside of 2:17%, and the famous 
Maud S. has a record of 2:08% to her credit. 
Salvator has beaten Ten Lbroeck’s time 
by nearly five seconds, while Racine 
and others have equaled or bettered it. 
When 2:17% was made the horse covered 
a fraction over thirty-nine feet each second. 
A 10-second sprinter covers thirty feet in the 
sametime, while Ten Broeck traveled fifty- 
three feet plus a small fraction of inchea. 
Mand 8. covered forty-one feet and Salvator 
fifty-six feet per second, tus showing an 
equal gain of three feet each second by trot- 
ter and runner. 

On the other hand, man, 
provement of the science of gymaastics, 
seems to have retrograded, or at least come 
toastandstiil. What isthe cause? Trotting 
is an educated gait and the improve- 
ment in the trotting time can no 
doubt be largely accounted for on 
that score, but how about the runners? It bas 
not been so many years since no borse could 
run a mile in less than 1:41. Now it a borse 
covers the distance in less than that it is ac- 
counted avery good performance, but not at 
alli phenomenal, for there are scores of horses 
who can do it. Perhaps it is that ttre im- 
provement in the system of training men hes 
not kept pace with the improvemont in train- 
ing horses. It is more than likely, bowevor, 
that the principal cause is due to the fact that 
the matter of breeding race horses has been 
reduced to a science.

Caldwell and the Jecke. 


The detaile of “Starter Caldwell’s trouble 
with the jockeys at Linden Park last Tuesday 
are given as follows by the New York Tribune: 


The feature of the day that attracted the 
most attention was an incipient § rebellion 
among the jockeys Mr. Caldwell recentiy 
has been obliged to fine and suspend many of 
the most unruiy boys. On Monday nine of the 
youngsterse—A. Covington, Dashaway, Jones, 
Tribe, Lambiey, Goodale, Littliefela, H. An- 
Gerson, Stevenson and Costello—were fined 
$50 each for disobedience at the post, and ves- 
terday, having refused to pay the fines, they 
could not, of course be expected toride. The 
situation assumed the aspect of a strike, 
and owners who had engaged the 
boys for the day were seriously 
embarrassed. John Campdell adjusted the 
matter by paying all the fines ($450), and the 
races went on. It was but natural that under 
thsse circumetances the boys should feel that 
they had gained a victory, and they forthwith 
became arrogant, upruiy and offensive per- 
sons in the eyes of the official starter. In the 
fourth race the littie rascals simply rode 
rough shod over Mr. Caldwell, gleefully 
defying him at the post for nearly balf an 
hour. For the firat time in his life he was at 
their mercy. No threat of fines or suspensions 
awed them ia the remotest degree. Alli 
discipline had yanished. 
Mr. Caldwell is entitled to thesympathy of 
the race-going people. If the authority of the 
starter is to be defied in this way, why, what 
is the uso of having a starter? Let the jockeys 
get off the best they can without one. Mr. 
Caldwell’s bark is worse than his bite. He 
says more than he really means when he un- 
buckles bis picturesque vocabulary and burls 
it at the heads of a crowd of bad 
boys. At times be har scemwmed 
uonecessurily barsh and severe, 
but it must rot be forgotten that the position 
is a very trying one. Discipline must be 
maintained. If John Campbell or anybody 
cise is going to pay the fines of disobedient 
jockeys, let Mr. Caldwell make the matter in- 
teresting Dy increasing the penalty to $100 or 
$500 for each offense. Half these so-called 
jockeys have no business in the saddle, any- 
way. The other half oughtto be thoroughiy 
ot effectively spanked once a week and put 
to bed. 
The next day the same paper contained the 
following comments on the action of the 
starter in falling to appear ut the track: 
‘‘A new starter was introduced to the public 
inthe person of William Lakeland, a well- 
known and eminently successful trainer. Mr. 
Caldwell was under contract to do the start- 
ing at Linden Park for 100 a day, but he folt 
eo aggrieved atthe payment of the jockey’s 
fines by John Campbellen Tuesday and so 
annoyed and upset by the con- 
sequent lack of discipline on the track 
that he concluded to remain away from 
the grounds and let the starting take care of 
itself. In paying those fines John Campbell 
was acting as agent for L. O. Appleby, a large 
stockholder in the association, who did sot 
want to disappoint a numerous attendance by 
having fields reduced owing to a scarcity of 
jockeys. Mr. Appleby acted hastily, but 
thought he was acting fer the best. Tue 
writer expressed bimseif freely ‘on the 
subject ia this column yesterday. Mr. 
N should not have paid 
fines. it was a mistake to do so. Every 
jockey that mutinied should have Leen ruled 
off the turf. But Mr. Appleby’s action does 
not excuse Mr. Caldweii for sulking at the 
post yesterday and refusing to go near the 
starting flag. Mr. Caldwell has injured him- 
self serionsiy. lie will never start at Linden 
Park again, and there are influences at work 
that may prevent him from handling the flag 
at other tracks in the metropolitan circuit 
next season. His place was well filled 
by Lakeland, whose work was generously ap- 
lauded, and it may be ssible that the day 
s past when Mr. Caldwell will have the right 
to consider himself the only jstarter in Amer!- 
ca. The writer does not mean to say that 
Lakelaud isa good starter. His experience 
may be that of James McLaughlin, whe 
by surprising the werld withhis excellent 
work at Oliftomn and ended by disgusting it 
with failures. Time will tell of what stuff 
Lakeland ie made.

To-Day’s Great Foot-Ball Game. 


To-day what promises to be the greatest 
foot-ball game of the year will be played at 
Springfield, Mass. It is the anaual contest be- 
tween Yale and Harvard. Last year the Har- 


vard team was outclassed by both Tele and 
Princetors anc the battle for the college cham- 
pionship was between the two latter, 
as it has been in many previous 
years. This year, however, Princeton has 
not a football team that will compare with 
the elevems that have represented ber in pre- 
vious years and the team she bas is in a badly 
crippled condition, many of the best players, 
among them Edgar Allen Poe, the captain of 
the team, being laid up with injuries.

Ames, 
who was a wonderful foot bali player, is sadly 
missed from the Princeton eleven, to whom 
be was u tower of strength, The game to be 
played between Yale an&Princeton at Eastern 
Park, Brooklyn, Thankégiving Day will, of 
course, draw an enormous crowd and be the 
center of much interest, but the eleven which 
wins to-day’s game will be generally regarded 
as the champlon college team, unless Prince- 
ton should show much greater strength than 
is expected when she mects Yale. 

It is the universal impression of foot dal! 
men that the game between Yale and Harvard 
to-day will be the closest played for years 
between the colleges, for Yale has always 
had matters her own way heretofore. Now 
Harvard has an unu-ualiy geod eleven and 
they have the benefit’ of having nearly all 
played together last year. For this reason 
Harvard’s chances are generally regarded 
with more favor than Yale’s in to-day’s 
match,particularly asthe Yale team has been 
considered a trific below her standard in pre- 
vious years.

It does 
so by announcing that ‘‘this time we have 
the cure Koch- sure, and then gravely 
discusses it from an assumed allopathic stand- 
point, hitting the allopathic head with 
a stuffed club at every opporta- 
nity. But it manages to con- 
vey the Impression that the allopathic school 
in about to treat consumption after homeo- 
pathic methods, and the article contains 
much to arouse the old school. The Review 
states that allopathe have deen thrown 
into «& mood bordering upon bys- 
terics by the discovery of another 
sure eure for tuberculosis. It is a state 
similar to that previously produced by the 
creosote, the baisam of Peru, the Burgeon 
sulphurated hydrogen, and the cow stable 
cure, but this time the discovery ¢manates 
from Deutschland, and that ousht to 
satisfy anybody. It then laughs at the allo- 
paths because their lymph“ idea is that of 
the ‘‘nosode’’ theory, already put into prac- 
tice by homeopathy, but solemaly declare 
thit homeopathic ‘‘nosodes’’ were quack 
nosodes, while that of Herr Prof.» Dr. 
Koch is the only genuine, reliable, blown-in- 
the bottle ‘‘nosode’’ yet offered to the pub- 
lic. It was such a good nosode that the old 
school was prepared to inject it by the quart, 
had not Prof. Koch strangely adopted the 
Hahnemann theory of infinitessimal doses. 

TROT OUT THE GUINEA PIG. 

The bomeopatbic critic then prods the ven- 
erable school of aliopathy on the well-kaown 
‘*guinea-pig’’ experiment dear to the heart 
of the latter, insisting upon the allopathic 
doctrine that as man and guiaea pigs were 
both animals, only of varying 
weight, the same results of & 
remedy upon one maybe gained with the 
other, allowing for the difference in weight. 
A guinea pig weighs about one pound, a man, 
say, 150 pounds. Dr. Koch says that two cubic 
centimeters of his ‘‘ly:imph’’ hardly affect the 
smaller pig, so the Review argues from its as- 
sumed allopathic standpoint, why not inject 
the larger, man, with 300 cubic centimeters? 
Then it quotes Koch’s statement that the 
one-thousandth part of one cubic centimeter 
is the proper dose for a consumptive, 
and induigesiu ghoulish glee over the slio- 
pathic discrepancy of 300,000 per cent accord- 
ing to all accepted alloputnhic teachings. 

Having whacked the old school with its own 
cherished Guinea pig, the crafty homeopath 
then brings to the front the allopathic theory 
that the sicker a man is the more medicine be 
needs. Against this is set Prof. Kooh’s 
statement regarding his discovery that the 
more advanced the stage of consump- 
tion to be treated by his method, the less 
should be the dose of his ‘*iymph.’’ Assuring 
its readers that Prof. Koch’s explanation, 
when it is made, will surely explain this 
change of scientific front in a way to deprive 
homeopathy of any credit for it, the Review 
passes om withasnicker to consideration of 
another feature of the discovery.

This, the last treated of by the aggravating 
editorial, is of a nature to make the entire 
school of allopathy takeaday off and howl 
with rage.

deep trunk. His curiosity was  excit- 
ed and a little closer scrutiny convinced 
him that there was a false bottom. He then 
tore up the bottom of the trunk, and sure 
enough, there was a secret compartment 
filled with silks packed closely in. 

FAUDOA’S ARREST. 
The discovery was atonce reported to the 


authorities, who ordered Faudoa’s 
arrest, and oflicers were summoned 
whotook him into custody without delay. 
His family returned to El Paseo and took 
rooms at the Grand Centra! Hotel and he was 
taken to jail. Had this occurred a few years 
azo it would never have been heard of. The 
customs officers were accustemed in 
those days to excuse such little informalities 
as these for a covelderation. Goods of ail 
varieties were swwugcied through simply by 
tipping the officers, but the practica contia- 
ved tor so long and the officials became so 
bold aboutit that the Mexican newspapers 
began to cry for reform and the people com- 
plained. President Diaz entirely reformed 
the system, shut off the tipping and 
made every effort to stop smuggling. The 
entire revenue of the Mexican Government 
comes, from the duties paid on imports, 60 
the papular clamor to reform met the ready 
suppogt of the Government. One of the 
meanstay which President Diaz hoped to sup- 
press smugecliag was to punish with severity 
every amuggier who is caught, so Sig. 
Faudoa has an ugly future to look forward to. 
HIS RECENT VISIT HERB. 

His trip to St. Louls recently was for pleas- 
ure. Faudoa had a great many acquaintances 
in St. Louis, both business and social, for he 
was educated at the Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege in this city, and lived here four years 
while attending the college. His wife was 
Miss Brittingham, whom he met here while he 
was a student. Her brother, John Brittingham 
is a soap manufacturer of Chilhuahua, a 
partner of Sic. Therese, a prominent Mexi- 
can, and be is interested in a number of en- 
terprises with his brother-in-law, Faudos. 
Faudoa is worth at least 51, 000, 000. 
He is a director in the Mexican Life Insurance 
Co., a bank director, the owner of several 
profitable mine, part owner in a 
hotel, part owner in the street 
war line in Chihuahua, and part owner in the 
Brittingham & Therese Soap Factory. These 
are only afew of the enterprises in which he 
Is engaged. He has interest iu any quantity 
of ventures in Chibuabua. His attempt to 
smugule silk Into Mexico was not, 
therefore, because the duty was 
more than he could pay and 
his friends here cannot understaad why a 
man ot his pominence should have run the 
risk of exposure and disgrace just to save 
what must have been to him a sum com- 
paratively trifling. The only explanation 
they can give is based on the tariff system of 
Mexico. The theory there is exactly the re- 
verse ofthat which the United states have 
carried out. 

A FAMILIAR VIEW OF THE TARIFF. 

In Mexico luxuries, and those things which 
the rich alone cau buy, are taxed heavily, 100 
and sometimes 200 per cent, while the articles 
which are bought by the poorer classes are 
taxed lightly. Tne consequence is that the 
rich feel they are discriminated against, and 
they regard that as unfair. So there has 
grown up the same feeling among them that 
so manv Americans possess that there is no 
harm in cheating the Government out of 
duties, because the Imposition of excessive 
duties is a wrong arbitrarily committed. 
Faudoa’s friends here say that it 
must have been in obedience to 
this peculiar notion of bis class that he made 
the attempt, for he is a shrewd, cautious bus- 
iness man, who must have seen the possibii- 
ity ofexposure and appreciated the conse- 
quences of discovery. 

When Faudoa was in this city he had plenty 
of money. He cashed a draft on New 
York in the St. Louis 
bank and exhibited there drafts to the amount 
of $10,000, Inasmuch as be is such a wealthy 
man and had so much money in his posses- 
sion atthetime everyone bere believes that 
hig futile attempt to smuegle the silk through 
was only another of the endeavors rich 
Mexicans sometimes make to smugule 
im, merely as a matter of sentiment.
